Applicants wish to thank Examiners Housel, Bui and Collins for the courtesy 
extended to Applicants' representatives and their attorney during the interview held April 
25, 2002. Provided herewith as per the examiners' request is Applicants' interview 
summary record. 

The parties briefly discussed the status of the case and the pending claims. An 
amendment of the claims was filed March 18, 2002. 

The examiners requested that Applicants distinguish the art with respect to 
expression of light chains in plants. Goodman et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,956,282) was 
mentioned as an example of such art. Applicants' representatives agreed to consider 
providing additional supporting argument and/or claim amendment in a supplemental filing. 

The examiners also requested that Applicants clarify the identities of the claimed 
nucleotide sequences. Applicants' representatives indicated that numerous examples of 
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the support provided in the specification were identified in the Amendment of March 18, 



Applicants' representatives presented an overview of the Lerner declaration and its 
conclusions with respect to the During dissertation. The examiners raised no issues with 
respect to Lerner's conclusions. 

Attached herewith is a copy of the materials shown to the examiners during the 
interview. Also attached is a copy of a publication in which the inventors are co-authors 
(Science, vol. 268, p716-719, May 1995). The examiners' attention is directed to figure
